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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
1. The IDS filed on 10/9/2003, 9/2/2004, 1 1/29/2004, 2/28/2005 and 
8/25/2005 and 1 2/1 2/2006 have been considered and recorded in the file. 
Except, The IDS filed 06/01 /2006 has not been considered because the 
applicant does not submit the PTO 1449 form. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claims 1, 5, 6, 15, 19, 21-26, 28, 40, 43, 45 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Kawasaki et al (US 2002/01 4281 0) in 
view of Okazaki (6,889,043). 
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Regarding to claim 1 , see Fig. 1 A, IB, 1 C4B and 4C as well as text 
portion, Kawasaki et al disclose a cellular phone comprising: 
a first body (1 1 )(Fig. 1 A, 1 B and 1 C); 
a second body (1 2)(Fig. 1A, IB and 1C); 

a coupling portion (23) coupling said first body and said second body 
together, said coupling portion allowing folding of said first body and said 
second body with respect to each other (Fig. 1 B); 

a first display portion (1 3) arranged on a surface of said first body 
opposed to said second body in the folded state (Fig. 1A); 

an image taking portion (14i)(set aside of the cellular phone) arrange on a 
rear surface of said first display portion of said first body and capable of 
shooting while said cellular phone is folded (Fig. IB); 

a second display portion (21) arranged on said rear surface and 
displaying an image with the image's top facing said coupling portion in the 
folded state (Fig. 1C); 
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a plurality of keys (14) arranged on said second body's surface and 
accepting input of numbers and letters, said plurality of keys facing said first 
display portion when said cellular phone is folded (Fig. 1A); 

a shutter button usable in the folded state (14i)(Fig.l B); 

operation modes of said cellular phone include a first mode, 

in said first mode, said image taking portion (14i) is capable of shooting 
while said cellular phone is unfolded and folded, said second display unit

displays an image shot by said image taking portion as a view finder in the 
folded state, and said image taking portion is capable of shooting by an 
operation to said shutter button (Fig. 4B and 4C and 9). 

Kawasaki et al does not disclose sound playing for second mode. 

Okazaki et al disclose sound playing for second mode, which comprises: 

an audio storage unit(l 1 4) storing a plurality of audio data (see Fig. 4); 

a sound playing unit (1 00b) playing sound based on said plurality of 
audio data (see Fig. 4); and 

a plurality of operation portions (1 1 1 d and 1 1 1 e) arranged on said rear 
surface for use in the folded state of said cellular phone (see Fig. 2); wherein

a sound playing unit playing sound based on said plurality of audio data 
(see Fig. 2); and 

each of said plurality of operation portions accepts operation instruction 
associated with playing of audio based on said audio data stored in said audio 
data storage portion in the folded state (see Fig. 4 and text portion). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to implement Kawasaki et al 's cellular phone as 
taught by Okazaki et al 's sound playing system with plurality of operation 
portion (1 1 1 d and 1 1 1 e) to Kawasaki et al 's cellular phone in order to have a 
cellular phone with first mode and second mode so that the user is able to 
operate the first mode and second mode in one cellular phone unit. 

Regarding to claim 5, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular phone wherein 
said operation portion is an operation button for operating display by said 
second display portion (see Fig. 3). 

Regarding to claim 6, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular phone wherein 
said operation portion functions as a control button for controlling shooting 
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conditions and an operation button for controlling display by said second 
display portion (see Fig. 3 and 4). 

Regarding to claim 1 5, Okazaki et al disclose the cellular phone further 
comprising: a speaker (143), wherein said operation portion is a volume button 
(1 1 1 e) for controlling a volume of the speaker (see Fig. 2). 

Regarding to claim 1 9, Okazaki et al disclose the cellular phone wherein 
said plurality of operation portions (1 1 1 d and 1 1 1 e) include a reproduction 
operation portion (1 1 Id) for performing an operation of reproducing said audio 
data, and a volume button (1 1 1 e) for controlling a sound volume (see Fig. 2). 

Regarding to claim 21, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular phone wherein 
said plurality of operation portions accepts an operation to control shooting 
conditions in said first mode (see 1 4 j in Fig. 1A, IB, 1C and text portion). 

Regarding to claim 22, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular phone wherein 
said plurality of operation portions accepts an operation mode to process taken 
images before saving the images in said first mode (see 1 4 j in Fig. 1A, IB, 1C 
and text portion). 
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Regarding to claims 23 and 25, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular 
phone, wherein said plurality of operation portions include a first decision 
button (OK of 14d), a second decision button (up button of 14b), a third 
decision button (down button of 14b), a fourth decision button (Right button of 
14b) and a fifth decision button (Left button of 14b)(see 14d in Fig. 1A). 

Regarding to claims 24 and 26,claims 24 and 26 are rejected with similar 
reasons as set forth in claims 23 and 25. 

Regarding to claim 28, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular phone further 
comprising: a plurality of numeric buttons (1 4f) and a plurality of operation 
buttons (1 4a, 1 4b, 1 4c, 1 4d, 1 4e) arranged on a surface of said second body 
opposed to said first body in the folded state (see Fig. 1A). 

Regarding to claim 40, Okazaki et al the cellular phone wherein any of 
said plurality of operation accepts at least one of operations for playing an 
audio and selecting a previous music or a next music (see Fig. 1 and 2). 

Regarding to claim 43, Kawasaki et al disclose the cellular phone further 
comprising a control portion controlling display function of said cellular phone, 
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wherein said control portion outputs an inversion control signal for turning an 
image upside down (see SI 007 of Fig. 3). 

Regarding to claim 45, claim 45 is rejected with similar reasons as set 
forth in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1 1 , 1 2, 1 6, 1 7, 20, 27, 41 -42, 44 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Regarding to claim 1 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone further comprising: an incoming call record storing portion for storing 
an incoming call record, wherein said operation portion changes the incoming 
call displayed on said second display portion to another incoming call. 

Regarding to claim 1 2, the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone further comprising: 
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a control portion for displaying contents of a received mail on the second 
display portion, wherein said operation portion selects and displays contents of 
another received mail. 

Regarding to claim 1 6, the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone wherein said operation portions include a control item selecting portion 
and a control magnitude-selecting portion. 

Regarding to claim 1 7, the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone wherein said second display portion displays contents of a received mail, 
and said plurality of operation portions include a scroll button for longitudinally 
or laterally scrolling the contents of the mail displayed on said second display 
portion, and a selector button for selecting and displaying contents of another 
received mail. 

Regarding to claim 20, the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone wherein said second display portion visually displays a control 
magnitude changeable by a user. 

Regarding to claim 27, the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone wherein said image taking portion, said second display portion and said 
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plurality of operation portions are arranged at the rear surface of said first body 
remote from said first display portion, and are located in this order starting 
from a position near said coupling portion. 

Regarding to claim 41 , the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone further comprising a control portion controlling an operation of said 
cellular phone, wherein said control portion includes: 

A detection portion for detecting operation of any of said plurality of 
operation buttons; and 

A switching portion for switching between said first mode and said 
second mode based on detection of the operation by said detection portion. 

Regarding claim 44, the prior art of record fails to teach the cellular 
phone further comprising an inversion processing portion to process image 
data based on the absence or presence of said inversion control signal to 
output the image data, wherein said inversion processing portion performs a 
half turn of the input image data if said inversion processing portion receives 
said inversion control signal, and said inversion processing portion outputs the

input image data without turning the image input data if said inversion 
processing portion does not receive said inversion control signal.
